|'drink stands” if the sales could be’ 


observed from the’ street. 

It is estimated that considerably 
more than half of the 2400 saloofs 
which were in existence in St. Louis 
when prohibition became effective! 
have been continued as soft drink 
stands, and it is common knowledge 
that in a very large number of these | 
places whisky and beer have been 


sold. Few of the former saloon- 


keepers removed the screens. Those 
who continue to maintain them after 
Monday will be guilty of a violation 
of the new law and will be liable to 
punishment by a fine of $200 to 
$1000. or imprisonment for 30 days 
to one year, for the first offense. 
The severity of punishment is in- 
creased for succeeding offenses. 
Screen Section of Law. 

The law thus defines a soft-drink | 
stand: “The term soft-drink stand | 
as used in this act shali be held | 
and construed to include and refer | 
to every place and portion thereof 
in which is conducted what is com- 
monly called a soda fountain, or 
soft-drink counter where soda wa- 
ters, near-beers arid other nonalco- 
hol beverages are permitted to be 
sold. This section shall not be con- 
setrued to include any department 


store, drug store, hotel, restaurant | 


or other place where a_ soft-drink 
is simply an adjunct to the 
business.”’ 

The section prohibition screens 
reads: “It shall be unlawful for 
any person having or conducting a 
soft-drink stand, as in this act de- 
fined. to erect, or maintain, or to 
permit to be erected or maintained, | 
in his place of business, or as 4 | 
part thereof, any partition, screens, 
Hlind or other. article or thing, that | 
will obstruct a free and open view, | 
at all times and under all condi-| 
tions. from the sidewalk or street, 
running alongside or in front ot]

The cablegram announcing suc- 
cess of the orchid expedition to Co- 
lombia was from George H. Pring, 
horticulturist of the Garden, who at 
the conclusion of his search in the 
Andes Mountains sent word that he 
had shipped 49 cases of Cattleya 
Trianae, and that other cases of 
Cattleya Schroederae (probably °0 
to 25) were to follow. Each case 
contains 40 to 50 plants. Cattleyas 
are the flamboyant type of orchids 
cultivated by commercial florists for 
sale at purse-bréeaking prices. [ri- 
anae and Schroderae are mauve in 
color 4nd are among the most showy 
of all Cattleyas. 

The new plants will bloom for the 
annual winter show of the Garden. 
Their accession, Dr. Moore pointed

Because of the ability of 
the botanical garden to insure \ 
against any such insect importa- 
tion, an exception has been made by 
the department for this expedition. 
Some estimate of the value of the 
collection may be based on ‘he fact 
that the current price for orchi‘ts is 
about $25 a plant. 

Orchids Surprisingly Scarce. 

Pring, in letters to the Garden, 
related some of the difficulties of 
getting the plants, chiefly because 
natives, who must be relied on to 
seek them out in the interior, have 
abandoned collection for several 
years and, as a rule, are not de- 
pendable. Pring wrote, however, 
that he was fortunate in meeting an 
old collector in Bogota who placed 
him in touch with natives who did 
deliver the plants. Pring said also 
that the plants . were surprisingly 
scarce. 

Following is an excerpt from the 
most recent letter from Pring: 

“Went out to Chapinero collect- 
ing some herbarium specimens. to’ 
bring back with me, and had-all the 
native kids following me trying to 
sell me weeds. Natives think that 
all Americars are millionaires, and 
try to charge accordingly. Prices, in 
general, are high. A Ford costs 
$1000. Bogota is only five dezrees 
from the Equator, yet it is rather 
cold, and have been wearing my 
winter clothes since being here. 

“We are striving to get enough 
orchids to satisfy St. Louisans’ love 
for the coveted flower, but I am sure 
of one thing—growing them in St. 
Louis is far easier than collecting 
them in Colombia.”
